our Society, as, in it, we have begun, and 
partially completed the plans for the 
improvement of the green plot in Elm 
Square. 

For several years we have simply 
marked time; caring as wel! as might be 
for our green plots, other work being out 
of the question during the war. 


As a result our funds have accumu- 
lated, while many of our former friends 
failed to keep up their interest in the So- 
ciety. 

Realizing that we must make an es- 
pecial effort this year, we planned’ some 
improvements at the most central’ point 
in town, Elm Square. 

First we consulted an expert in re- 
gard to the removal of the ‘‘ Centennial 


| Tree” to this plot, but his verdict was 


that it would be impossible to save it if 
moved, and the ‘ree was late removed 
by the Tree Warden. 

Desiring to build some sort of retain- 
ing wall on the High street side of the 
plot, to take the place of the unsightly 
fence, we were advised by Mr. S. D. 
Stevens of No. Andover, to consult 
Mr. S. B. Duffield, a sculptor of Mar- 
blehead, who in addition to his artistic 
talent has had training along the lines of 
architecture as well as landscape art. 

Mr. Duffield came to Andover, looked 
over the ground, talked with the com- 
mittee, and later submitted two sketches 
one of which was finally accepted by the 
trustees. 

This called for a wall of tapestry brick 
with cast-stone piers, the wall curving in 
the centre into a bay on the High street 
side, where a seat of the stone was to be 
built. 

The other side of the bay, facing the 
green, was to -contain a_ decorative 
panel of cast-stone with ‘Andover, 
1920,” in raised Roman letters, large 
enough to be seen from a_ distance, 
upon it. The piers at either end were 
to support an electric light standard, 
which would help to give height to the 
wall. 2 : 

‘The plan received the approval of the 
Board of Public Works, the Selectmen 
and the Lighting Committee, all of 
whom felt an especial interest in the sub- 
ject. ee 

Mr. Perley F. Gilbert, the well- 
known architect, was asked to draw the 
plans to scale, which he did, to the great 
satisfaction of the trustees and the ¢om- 
mittee, putting into ita great amount of 
-work, and later having an oversight .of 
the construction, and making of the 
whole a gift to the Society, for which 
generosity and public spirit we extend to 
him our deepest gratitude. We are also 


-indebted to Mr. John. Franklin, civil en- 


gineer, who surveyed the plot and sur- 
roundings without charge, for which we 
thank him. 

The work of construction was given 
to the E. W. Pitman Co., the lowest 
bidders, and was under the care of Mr. 
Frank Buttrick, who more than ful- 
filled his contract. 

When the grading of the green shall 
have been completed, next year, the wall 
will gain in height on the west side, 
which will be an improvement. 

The landscape plan calls for four gar- 
den seats of cast stone to be placed in 
front of the four plain brick panels, 
about four feet from the wall, and a 
gravel walk four feet wide crossing the 
green directly in front of these and form- 
ing a narrow path around each seat. 
This will prevent unsightly worn spots 
about the seats. 

From a little distance these seats will 
seem almost a part of the wall. 

Mr. Duffield chose his materials for 
construction for two reasons: he saw the 
whole square as an architectural unit 
and chose brick because color was 
needed to light up that end of the Square 
and the color combination would seem 
to tie the wall to the other architectural 
features which are located near by, — 
Memorial Hall, the Musgrove Block, and 
the Barnard Block. 

The design of the wall and its con- 
struction have received much favorable 
comment from people of taste and dis- 
cernment and the trustees feel that they 
have been most fortunate in securing 
the services of Mr. Duffield, who gave 
unstintedly of his advice on many minor 


points, and by his enthusiasm, courtesy, ' 


patience and unfailing interest hasemade 
us forever*his debtor, and has helped us 
build a monument to his genius. 

This summer a circular letter was 
sent to many residents and was pub- 
lished in The Townsman. It was worded 
as follows: 


The Andover Village Improve- 
ment Saciety Invites You

This Society has for twenty-six 
years done a modest but very val- 
uable work in Andover by improv- 
ing unsichtly spots, caring for var- 
ious public plots and arousing pub- 
lic interest in improving and beauti- 
fying the town. 

Some of the Society’s more 
notable ente-prises have been the 
development of “‘The Boulders,” 
near the B. & M. station, “The 
Ledges,” corner of Main s reet and 
Porter Road, “Manse Green,” cor- 
ner of Central and School streets, 
“Upland Green,” on Summer 
street, the plot on the “Hill” 
near Highland Road, st ll uncom- 
pleted,.and the rehabilitation of 
Indian Ridge. 

‘The Society is now engaged in 
building a wall on the High street 
side of the green in Elm Square. 

You can participate in this work 
by joining the Society. To enroll as 
a member send fifty cents, the year- 
ly membership fee, to John C.: An- 
gus, Treasurer. 

Sustaining memberships, — of 
which there are too few, $5.00 an- 
nually,

proud of each added attraction?

This was signed by the Clerk, for 
the trustees, and was intended to apply 


to every resident of the town. 

The response has been gratifying, and | 
has resulted in the addition of many new 
members, both sustaining and annual. 

The youngest member is little Eugene 
Bancroft Haynes, less than two years 
old, whose parents are thus early train- 
ing him to be a helpful member of the 
community. 

A recert writer on civic affairs has 
said: ‘“‘Communilies do not just grow 
beautiful; they have to be made beau- 
tiful, and when no one is busy with this 
responsibility, as is often the case, 
communities become very unsightly.” 

Again: “It will be well to remember 
that the ‘community beautiful’ is never 
built by a few, but by all citizens fully 
conscious of their responsibility.” 

It may be of interest to record here a 
chance encounter with a lady from Wis- 
consin, who was seeing New England 
for the first time this summer, and gave 
us the first impressions of one who was 


seeing sights which to us have become so 
common as to be a matter of course, 
and opened our eyes anew to the natural 
beauties of this corner of our land. 

Her enthusiasm for the beauty of the 
whole region was without stint. 

Speaking of our trees, she said: ‘I 
cannot get over the wonder and the 
glory of your elms! One would be a 
treasure, and you have them every- 
where!” 

In contrast to these comments of a 
nature lover we regret to record the de- 
vastation which has been wrought upon 
many of the roadside trees in the Osgood 
District, in West Andover, where in 
order to save a few dollars, trees were 
wantonly mutilated. 

We hope that the guilty party will be 
compelled in some way to make such 
restitution as may be possible for his 
misdeeds. 

Mr. William M. Wood has recently 
sent to our treasurer another check for 
$500, for which expression of confidence, 
and interest in the aims of the Society, 


we are deeply grateful. 

For the kind words which have been 
given us (and they are many) and help- 
ful co-operation, we wish to express our 
appreciation. It puts new courage into 


our hearts when a man, hitherto indif-|. 


ferent, on seeing the work being done on 
the wall says, “A society which is doing 
a thing like this can have my support”, 
and hands out a dollar.

was the only organization which ac- 
complished its work without serious ad- 
verse criticism. 


In times of peace it still has impor- 
tant functions to perform, namely: to 
assist the 200,000 shell-shocked, blinded 
and maimed World War veterans; to do 
social-service work among the 17,000 
soldiers still doing duty on the Rhine; to 
carry on home-service work among ex- 
service men (11,330 cases having been 
assisted in Essex County alone during 
the last year); to provide against dis- 
aster for which an appropriation of 
$5,000,000 has been made (165 different 
communities having been helped during 
the last year); and lastly to train nurses. 


In any sudden disaster, such as 
cyclone, fire, flood or railway accident 
the services of the Red Cross are im- 
mediately available. It was the first 
organization to arrive with help at the 
time of the Halifax disaster; when the 
molasses tank burst in Boston, its ambu- 
lances went immediately to the scene; 
at the time of the Wall street explosion, 
assistance was rendered within fifteen 
minutes. 


Dr. Fuess likened a subscription to 
the Red Cross to an insurance against 
disaster. In case of a local emergency 
an ambulance could arrive from Boston 
within an hour and a half and the local 
agencies are so organized that they could 
render assistance in fifteen minutes. 


Many persons have questioned the 
wisdom of spending so much money in 
work abroad and the answer is made 
that it is now the policy of the Red 
Cross to withdraw as soon as possible 
from all work overseas. The support 
and education of war orphans in eastern 
and central Europe which has been 
undertaken must be continued for the 
present. This is doubly necessary as 
they may later become immigrants to 
our own country. The work of disease 
prevention, particularly in areas where 
typhus is prevalent is alsoitoo important 
to be neglected. 

Fifty cents out of every $1.00 mem- 
bership, $4.00 out of every $5.00 con- 
tributing membership, and $8.00 out of 
every $10.00 sustaining membership 
-will be retained by the local chapter for 
its own work. The, heaviest expense is 
now the support of the work of the dis- 


| trict nurse which amounts to more than 


$160.00 a month. 

Ninety-one men and women. of na- 
tional reputation are administering the 
affairs of the American Red Cross which 
guarantees a wise use of funds. Dr. 
Fuess urged the local workers to pre- 
sent the facts truthfully, believing that 
no one who is thoroughly informed con- 
cerning the work of this organization 
can refuse the small contribution of $1.00 
to further the good work. He cited the 
unselfish and efficient work of the local 
organization during the influenza epe- 


| demic, a service which alone would have 


justified the existence of the organiza- 
tion. 

Miss Kuhn then gave an account of 
the work being done by the local Red 
Cross a large part of which is done 
through the district nurse, Miss Marie 
Campbell. Miss Campbell averages 161 
visits a month and beside bedside 
nursing does a great deal of educational 
work. Groups of women supply her 
with surgical dressings, baby’s clothes, 
sheets and, blankets which she can use 
as needs ‘arise. The local chapter 
often pays operating fees and provides 
cars forthe transportation of patients to 
the hospital who are unable to meet such 
expenses. 

One important work which is being 
done by the Red Cross is that of inter- 
esting young people in first aid and 
nursing. Mrs. Walter Buck and Mrs. 
George French would be very glad to 
hear of any who wish to join classes for 
instruction in these subjects. 

During the drive the secretary, Miss 
Caroline Abbot will be om duty at the 
Guild house between 10.00 a.m. and

Miss Morgan Plays in Providence 


The following clipping from the Pro- 
vidence Journal of November 5th is of 
interest as Miss Morgan’s first teacher, 
Anne Gilbreth Cross, was a former 
resident of Andover, and still has many 
friends here. 


Miss Marguerite Morgan, pianist, 
and Mr. Clifton H. Wood, baritone, 
furnished the programme for the first 
Ladies’ Afternoon yesterday at the 
Providence Art Club. Miss Morgan’s 
numbers showed extraordinary ability, 
her claim to appreciation, independent 
of her extreme youth, resting upon her 
musicianship. Miss Morgan’s numbers 
were a test to an older experience than 
hers and in her accompaniment of Mr. 
Wood she played entirely from memory. 
Her rendition was happiest in the 
Chopin group where a certain dash and 
coquetry lent originality to her inter- 
pretation. It is in the dexterous fleet- 
ness of touch and the’ grace of modula- 
tion that Miss Morgan’s playing is most 
pleasing.. She is a former resident of 
this city and is studying in Boston, 
where her growth is a source of deep in- 
terest to musicians. 

Mr. Wood, who has sung during the 
past five years in Italy, has a voice of 
wide range which he modulated, keep- 
ing well within the capacity of the small 
gallery. His “A Sera’ by Tosti, was 
given with the delightful free hearted- 
ness of the Italian, calling up pictures 
of Venice and the Gay Lotharios while 
the singing of the ‘‘Toreador’s Song” 
from “Carmen” was excellent, the rhyth- 
mic quality being especially well sus- 
tained.

Rattlesnake Hill: . 


Woods in 1629 writes of our finer 
reptile in this fashion in New England’s 
Prospect, ‘Chap. 11. 

“That which is most injurious to the 
person and life of a man is a rattlesnake 
which is generally a yard and a halfe 
long, as thicke in the middle as the 
small of a man’s legge, she hath a yellow 
belly, her backe being spotted with 
blacke, russet, yellow, and greene 
colours, placed like scales; and at the 
taile is a rattle, with which she makes a 
noyse when she is molested, or when she 
seeth any approach neere her; her 
necke seems to be no thicker than a 
man’s thumbe, yet she can swallow a 
Squerill, having a great widee mouth, 
with teeth as sharpe as needles, where- 
with she biteth such-as tread upon her, 
her poyson lyeth in her teeth, for she 
hath no sting. 

When any man is bitten by any of 
these creatures, the poyson spreads so 
suddenly through the veines and so 
runs to the heart, that in one houre it 
causteth death, unless he hath the 
Antidote to expell the poyson, which is 
a root called snake weed, which must 
be champed, the spittle swallowed, and 
the root applyed to the sore; this is 
present cure against that which would 
be present death without it; this weed 
is rank poison if it be taken by any 
man that is not bitten; whosever is as 
bitten by these snakes, his flesh becomes 
spotted as aleaper untill hee be perfectly 
cured again. He is naturally the most 
sleepie and unnimble creature*that liv ¢ 
never offering to leape or bite any man, 
if he is not troden on first, and it is their 
desire in hot weather to lye in patnes, 
where the sunne may shine on them 
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where they will sleepe so soundly that 
I have knowne foure men stride over one 
of them, and never awake her: five or 
six men have been bitten by them, 
which buy using of snake weed were all 
cured, never any yet losing his life by 
them.” He goes on awhile as to the 
part of the country where they are 
never seen, along the sea mainly and 
south shore, then hits us hard, ‘“Up- 
in the country westward from the plan- 
tations, is a high hill,,which is called 
Rattlesnake hill, where there is a great 
store of these poysonous creatures.” 

Snake weed is a mystery as yet tome, 
after study of various works. But Sen- 
eca snake root or weed is one quoted, a 
species of Polygala of the family to which 
our little “Bird on the Wing’ belongs 
while another is Aristolochia or Vir- 
ginia Snake root. 


But as neither appears to be frequent 
near our Cochickewick haunts but 
west and south, I am still on the lookout 
for Wood’s ‘Snake weed” too poison to 
be eaten save when bitten. 

So on Saturday Oct. 23rd, we wended 
out at by trolley and auto and “Shank’s 
mare” to Rattlesnake Hill, which we 
climbed and listened to a fine review of 
the old reptilian period of which the 
hill is a survivor, being too hard to be 
carried to sea and spread out on our 
100-mile terrace below the tide now in 


some far back era. As we sat to 

the horizon. line and realized the indus+ 
try of the former river floods in cleaning 
up the basin of the Shawsheen, lea 
only the little monadnocks of which our 
hill is one of the oldest, we were com- 
forted with the thought that we were to 
live forever, without fear of annihila- 
tion, glad to be born in Andover and to 
lie at the last on old Andover hill.

ARMISTICE DAY LESSON 


Col. F. S. Evens ~ Makes Telling 
Speech Before Mill Men In 
Lawrence 

The following timely address, ‘The 
Lesson of Armistice Day’’ was delivered 
by Col. F. S. Evans of Shawsheen Vil- 
lage in Lawrence, Wednesday evening at 
a banquet tendered to the agents, su- 
perintendents and overseers of the Wood 
Washington, Ayer and Prospect Mills. 
By Col. Evan’s presentation of this 
lesson of the hour his audience was 
swept with a wave of enthusiasm for his 
mutually helpful peace-time program. 


“Ceased are the roaring guns of war 
The shrieking shell is heard no more 
In devastated Europe." 


When von Hindenburg was told that 
the United States had declared a state 
of war, he sneered and shrugged his 
shoulders. In common with other mem- 
bers of the German Staff, he held Amer- 
ica’s power in contempt. “America 
ica won’t fight,” the Germans assured 
one another, ‘They will only brag, and 
bluster, and bluff.” 

That was before the Yanks presented 
their cards.to Kultur, before we dug into 
them at Chateau Thierry, Vaux, The 
Vesle, St. Mihiel, and The Argonne. 

After that they changed their tune; 
the world wes amazed at the spectacle 
of a nation on a battlefield three thou- 
sand miles away, in the factories, mills, 
shipyards, mines and on the farms 
throughout our country—united. Every- 
one had but a single thought, VICTORY 
and to that end sank personalities to 
carry on. 


‘* Hark to the tramp of marching men, 
Back they come to their work again,” 


Shall they work co-operatively? It 
was co-operation that won the war. 

Co-operation has become the economic 
spirit of the age, under its imptus and in- 
fluence the entire world is undertaking to 
do business along lines of mutual trust, 
helpfulness and fellowship, the old idea 
of free-for-all and every one for himself 
has been relegated to ancient history. 

If this policy of co-operation among 
nations has proven adequate in the suc- 
cessful handling and solving of the great 
world problems, why may it not be ap- 
plicable with equal success to the prob- 
leis confronting the business and manu- 
facturing world? 

Co-operation is welding the chain of 
merchandise distribution more closely 
than ever. All organizations, whether 
manufacturing, wholesaling or retailing, 
must fall in line and keep step, or event- 
ually fall by the wayside. The march of 
progress will be too swift, the merciless 
winds of competition too keen, for the 
corporation or individual, who fails to 
read the handwriting upon the wall and 
grasp the opportunity of co-operative 
effort of today. 

Let us then as intelligent, ‘rate 
business men consider these facts and 
apply them to our own industry. Are 
we taking advantage of this means of 
welding ourselves together as a strong 
chain, that we may stand the strain that 
if sure to come? 

Are we working and pulling together 
for our mutual betterment, or are we 
trying to go it alone, allowing selfishness, 
greed and petty jealousies to govern our 
actions, harboring ill-will and the get- 
even spirit? “By taking revenge you 
are but even with your enemy, but by 
passing it over you are his superior.”’ 

In our relations with each other, we 
should never forget the human element, 
we should make the proper allowances 
for the other fellow’s weaknesses, and 
should cultivate within ourselves the big 
broad vision; have high ideals, and not 
only strive to reach them ourselves, but 
should be willing at all times to lift the 
other fellow up to a higher level. 

We are engaged in big business, doing 
our part of a nation’s work. 

Co-operation -engenders — confidence 
and trust, without whicli there ‘can be 
no genuine helpfulness. We should be 
interested not alone in our own progress 
and success, but be ready and willing, 
by helpful suggestions, and the exchange 
of ideas, to encourage the other fellow to 
the attainment of as high a degree of 
success as possible; thus eliminating to a 
very large degree the possibility of his 
resorting to questionable methods. 

This co-operative spirit should per- 
meate the entire working force; heads of 
departments of course should co-operate 
fully with the officials of the company 
in order that rigid discipline might be 
maintained for the mutual benefit of 
the employee as well as the employer 
and should also co-operate . with each 
other so as to get the greatest amount of 
production output at minimum cost. 

In this way alone can we serve and 
serve faithfully. 

Each and every employee should be 
encouraged to put forth his best efforts, 
working with an interest and enthu- 
siasm which proves he feels that the 
whole success or failure of the business 
depends upon him. It is a mistaken idea 
that you can “put one over on the boss”’ 
and get away with it. You may suc- 
ceed and hold your job for a while, but 
but you will never get anywhere. If 
you adopt the idea that: you will do no 
more than ‘you get paid for, you may rest 
assured that you will never get paid for 
more than you do. 

No workman is worth more than a few 
dollars a day from his shoulders down, 
but from his shoulders up his earning 
capacity is limitless; then why not think, 
plan and concentrate your efforts, | 
using your head as well as your hands 
that you may produce the most at the 
least cost; develop ideas, improve an old 
method, make a place for yourself in the

JAMES E. ODLIN 


The death of James E. Odlin of Lynn, 
son of Mrs. Christiana Odlin of Morton 
street, and brother of Atty. William Od- 
lin took place Tuesday evening at the 
Corey Hill hospital, Brookline. 

Mr. Odlin was born in Laconia, N. 
H., April 10, 1857, his family being 
among the earliest settlers in Boston, 
later removing to New Hampshire. 

He fitted for college at Phillips Acad- 


emy graduating in 1877, and from 
Dartmouth college, in the class of 
1881. He was ordained a Congrega- 


tional minister, and held a pastorate in 
Goffstown, N. H.
